John D. Rockefeller made another princely 
gift to the University of Chicago yesterday. 
It amounted to $2,191,000. The sum of §2.- 
000,000 is to be used for endowment purposes 
and is in the form of securities from which 
the university will realize $80,000 annually, 
according to the donor. This brings the 
benefactions of Mr. Rockefeller to the Uni- 
verity of Chicago to a total of over $23,000,000. 

Martin A. Ryerson, president of the board 
of trustees, received a letter from John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. yesterday morning in which 
the news of the gift was announced. Mr. 
Ryerson immediately informed Dr. T. W. 
Goodspeed, registrar of the university, and 
soon the students and professors were noti- 
fied of the founder’s generosity.

“What They Want, When Wanted.” 


The session lasted six hours and was con- 
cluded by the deelaration of John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. that the party return home and 
“write out what they wanted Mr. Rocke- 
feller to do this year.“ The report was duly 
submitted and was well received by the elder 
Rockefeller. His answer fulfilled the desires 
of the trustees in every detail. 

The purposes for which the new gift will be 
used are as follows:

The major portion of the gift is in the form 
of securities. The sum of §2,000,000 consists, 
according to the letter of John D. Rockefeller 
Ir, of securities that will produce an an- 
nual income of 880,000 for the further endow- 
ment of the university.’’ As most of the en- 
dowment brings 4 per cent interest, it is esti- 
mated the securities will amount to $2,000,- 
000. The nature of the securities was not re- 
vealed. 


Smallest Deficit in Life. 

It is the custom of the university to pre- 
pare a budget of the institution’s expenses 
over a year in advance. This budget, which 
dates from July 1, 1908, to July 1, 1908, 
amounts to $1,804,417. Figuring in all re- 
ceipts, it was estimated the university 
would run behind $155,000. 

This is the smallest deficit the university 
ever has reported, and doubtless pleased 
Mr, Rockefeller, who has made it a habit 
from the beginning of the university to 
make up whatever loss it might suffer in a 
financial way. The university ran behind as 
much as $275,000 only a few years ago. 
Strict economy has been the rule since then. 

The founder is much interested in wiping 
out all possible indebtedness at the conclu- 
siom of each year, according to Dr. Good- 
speed, who figures that only $3,000,000 more 
in endowment will place the university on an 
even basis and make it self-supporting, the 
end which the late President Harper so 
strongly desired. 

The university made a special request of 
$10,000 for books in addition to the amount 
named in the budget. All the departmental 
libraries of the institution will be enriched 
by this contribution. The soblogy green- 
house will be similar in nature to the botany 
structure. 

New equipment will be added to the vari- 
ous departments of the university by the 
$5,000 special request gift. It is figured 


the university will need this amount to add 


in small measures to the buildings and de- 
partments. With the $15,000 for campus im- 
provements the scheme for a campus 


beautiful will be fulfilled. 


Financial In Near. 

“Mr. Rockefeller's gift merely shows his 
continued interest in the university and in 
education generally,” said Dr. T. W. Good- 
speed. He is much interested in the en- 


dowment of the university, and the day 


may be near when the university will be 
able to balance its accounts at the close of 
each year without calling on any one to 
contribute to wipe out the deficit. 

“I believe that less than $8,000,000 added 


to our present endowment will bring about 


the destred state. There are few institutions 
which do so well as we do in the matter of 
a deficit, and if we are able to make both 
ends meet the situation will be ideal. 

“We intend to increase our expenses 
in the year to come, or the deficit might 
even be emailer. Just where we intend to

THRER SHOT IN PISTOL FIGHT 


City Detective W. R. Mooney Is 
Probably Mortally Wounded. 


STRAY BULLETS INJURE TWO 


aa 


Criminal Assailants. 


In an open fight between three detectives 
and three alleged burglars at Sangamon and 
West Van Buren streets at 7:80 o’clock last 
night Detective William R. Mooney of the 
Desplaines street station was shot and 
probably mortally wounded. Also, two citt- 
zens were Kk by stray bullets, and as a 
result of the of many shots a patient 
in the Grace hospital nearby received such a 
shock that it is believed he will dje. Though 
more than twenty shots were fired by the 
police, the three criminals escaped. 

Five minutes after the wounded policeman 
had been carried into the hospital Chiét 
Shippy and Assistant Chief Schuettler had 


started for the west side. 
“Get every suspicious character in the west, 
side levee, was the order the chief issued be- 


fore he and Schuettler jumped into their 


automobile and started for the scene of the 


shooting. 
The Injured. 


» HILSON, LOUIS, 27 years old, a metal polisher and 


proprietor of a rooming house at 190 Sangamon 
street; shot in the leg; not serious. 

LATHAM, WILLIAM, 45 years old, 83 Loomis 
street, engineer for the Laatzen & Simons com- 
pany, 605 Kinzie street; struck in the right leg. 

MOONEY, WILLIAM X., detective, lives at 304 
Walnut street; has wife and two children; taken 
to Grace hospital; he is 45 years old. 
The bullet that struck Mooney lodged in the 

left side just below the heart, The shots 
that struck the other men were stray bullets, 
and it is not known whether they. were from 
the revolvers of the police or the highway- 
men. Latham was an innocent bystander ” 
going home from work when he was shot. 


Men Supposed to Be Burglars. 

Mooney, in company with Detectives Allan 
McDonald and Timothy O’Brien, had just 
gone to the residence of Hilson to get a re- 
port of a burglary that had occurred in the 
house in the afternoon. While Mooney was 
in the house talking to Milson the other de- 
tectives arrested a suspicious man they found 
lurking in the neighborhood, and started to- 
ward a patrol box. 

Mooney was talking with Hilson in the 
doorway when he noticed three suspicious 
characters approaching. Hilson had just 
told him that he suspected three characters 
of the neighborhood. Telling Hilson to in- 
spect the men closely as they passed, Mooney 
edged out on the sidewalk a pace or two, 
and, as the men approached, he challenged 
‘them. 

Come here a moment. I want 10 see you,“ 
he said to the tallest of the three men, who 
was walking on the inside. Then, without 
waiting for the man to approach voluntarily, 
the policeman caught him by the sleeve. As 
he did so the other two suspects ran north 
in Sangamon street. 

Lively Battle of Bullets. 

Still holding his man, the policeman fired 
several shots in the air to attract the atten- 
tion of the other two policemen, who were 
at the patrol box. McDonald and O’Brien 
turned on hearing the first shot and, draw- 
ing their revolvers, fired at the fleeing men. 
Then O’Brien started in pursuit, leaving Mo- 
Donald in charge of the prisoner at the box. 

Just at that instant another shot was fired, 
and McDonald turned in time to see Mooney 
fall to tue sidewalk, and the tall man with a 
smoking revolver running north in Sanga- 
mon street. Dragging his prisoner with 
him, the policeman started in — firing: 
as he ran. 

Meanwhile the fleeing man’s twe compan- 
ions had drawn their revolvers and were 
engaged in a fight with Detective O’Brien as 
they continued to run north in Sangamon 
street. The men emptied their revolvers 
and took turns in reloading and firing. At 
Monroe street the men turned west and all 
sight of them was soon lost.

The burglary that the detectives were in- 
vestigating amounts to only $100. It in- 
cluded an overcoat, two suits of clothes, and 
a watch and chain. The goods were stolen 
from the room of James Walters, a roomer 
in Hilson’s nouse. 


Mooney on Operating Table. 

Mooney’s wife and two children—William 
R., 21 years old, and Thomas James, 11 
years old—were notified of the shooting and 
hurried to the hospital, but arrived too late 
to see the wounded policeman, who had 
just been placed on the operating table. 
Mooney has been on the police force 16 years. 
Nine years ago he was seriously injured 
while arresting a thief at Peoria and Mon- 
roe streets by being struck on the head 
with a brick. He was paralyzed for nearly a 
year as the result of this accident. 

Tragedy has played a part in the family 
of the wounded policeman. His brother, 
Charles, a switchman for the Burlington 
railroad, was mangled between cars at Haw- 
thorne five years ago, and a son, James 
Henry, 17 years old, was killed a year ago by 
a street car.

SURGEON NICHOLAS SENN DIES 


Stricken with Heart Disease Dur- 
ing South American Trip. 

, 7 

AUTHOR OF MANT BOOKS. 


Funeral Service Will Be Held at Late 
Home Sunday Morning, 


Dr. Nicholas Senn, whose fame as a surgeon 
was world, wide, died at 1:25.0’clock yester- 
day afternoon at his residence; 582 Dearborn 
avenue, in his 64th year. 

His death came as a surprise to his fami- 
ly and friends, notwithstanding that the 
grave nature of his disease, dilation of the 
heart, was fully understood. 

Dr. Senn had been able for several days to 
walk about the house. He dined with his 
family frequently and talked. cheerfully of 
the time, when he would be strong enough 
to leave the house and perhaps resume his 
active career, in which he contributed 80 
much to the eause of science and surgery. 
Almost up to the hour of his death he read 
the medical journals and newspapers. 


Worse for Two Days. 


During the last two days the surgeon at 


intervals has suffered considerable paln, his 
filness being complicated with uremic poison- 
ing. Yesterday morning theré was a time 


when his mind wandered slightly, but for an 
hour before his death hie faculties were per- 


foctly clear. It wag believed his condition 
was better and his 
to leave, to return again in the evening, when 
the end came. 

Dr. Senn ‘was lying in bed, talking Basie | 
wife, his two sons, Dr. Emanuel J. Senn and 
Dr. William N. Senn, and Dr. Charles Adams, 
one of the three physicians who have been 
attending him, when he euddenis/ saieud him- 
self. up and gasped: 

“‘T—am—dying—" and then, as he sank 
back before his sons could reach him, he 
feebly uttered: 

“TI ask veness of everybody I have 
offended. y love to all.“ 

These were 9 last words. He did not re- 
gain consciousness.

Arrangements for the funeral had not been 
completed last night, but it was stated that 
services will be heldvat the residence Sunday 
morning, which: will: be: private. The fact 
that Dr. Senn was surgeon general of the 
Illinois National guard makes it probable 
that military honors will be paid to him at 
the ‘grave. 

At a meeting of the faculty of Rush Med- 
ical college it was voted to close that institu- 
tion today as a mark of respect. 

The large oil painting of the surgeon at the 
college will be draped and placed in the 
surgical amphitheater. Memorial exercises 
will be held at the institution. 


Stricken in South America. 


Dr. Serin’s great physical strength enabled 
him to accomplish tremendous labors in his 
profession and that his health had any weak 
spots was never suspected by himself or his 
family until last fall, when he was taken Ill 
in a little mountain town in Peru. He had 
left Chicago for South America June 30 to 
study disease and medicine. Previously he 
had been around the world twice, had visited 
remote parts of Africa, had studied the peo- 
ple of Greenland, and beef a guest of the 
czar of Russia. In this little Indian settle- 
ment of Peru, far from civilization and 16,000 
feet above the level of the sea, he received 
the first intimation of his dangerous allment. 

The surgeon made his way homeward in 
great suffering, reaching Chicago Oct. 26. 
He at once went to St. Joseph's hospital, 
where he remained for two weeks in a room 
that he had furnished and endowed in that 
institution. He then was taken to his res! 
dence, his condition having improved. 
Dr. Adems, Dr. William E. Quine, and 
Dr. Daniel R. Brower were im frequent 
attendance on Dr. Senn and while the grave 
nature of his malady was the cause of much 
apprehension it was thought that he might 
live for months and possibly for years. 


With Him in the Andes. 


Dr. Louis L. Seaman; one of the party of 
eleven who accompanied Dr. Senn up the 
Andes, said last night that four of the party 
will die as a result of the dangerous jour- 
ney 

* We were in a special train,” said he, 
“that ascended the mountain in sixteen 
hours to Lake Titicaca. It was a terrible 
strain on the hearts of all of us. We went 
twice as high as the usual height attained 
by a balloon and nearly as fast. It was at 
La Paz that Dr. Senn first showed signs of 
being seriously affected by the journey. 
His trouble was aggravated by a bad case 
of bronchitis that he contracted in Monte-

Known as Surgical Demonstrator. 

It was as a demonstrator at surgical clinics 
at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Rush Medical college, and other institutions 
that Dr. Senn became widely known, on ac- 
count of the large number of cases he oper- 
ated upon as well as his skill.

Onde more Secretary of State Root has called 


the attention of Japan to the great influx of 
Japanese coolies into the United States. 
The secretary has adopted a stiff tone 


‘| which should leave ho doubt in the minds of 


the Japanese government that the American 
people will not permit continued immigra- 


tion of Japanese laborers. He has been able 


to furnish specific evidence showing that the 
Japanese consular authorities in Hawall are 
providing their fellow countrymen with pass- 
ports to the mainland of the United States 
These passports enable their holders to evade 
that section of the immigration law which. 
prohibits the entrance of Japanese unpro- 
vided with credentials from their govern- 
ment or its agents. | 

The Japanese position with respect to the 
entire immigration question is explained in 
a cablegram which came today from Ambas- 
sador O’Brien at Tokio, The memorandum 
ore in great detail the views of the Jap- 

anese government. While in a way those 

views are conciliatory, it is emphatically de- 
clared that under no consideration must the 
United States treat Japanese as Chinese are 
treated. They must be given precisely the 
same tion as Europeans receive. 


Japan Bars Discrimination. 
In other words, Japan cannot tolerate any 


‘discrimination, which, it ineista, is specifically 


prohibited by the treaty of commerce and 
navigation existing between the two coun- 
tries. Article 1 of that treaty provides that 
the “citizens or subjects of each of the 
two high contracting parties shall have full 
liberty to enter, travel, or reside in ahy part 
of the territories of the other contracting 
party, and shall enjoy full and pe ot pro- 
tection for their persone and property.’ 
But Japan appreciates the economic situa- 
tion in the United States, and therefore pro- 
poses to restrict emigration through its on 
agents and by its own regulations. It will 
make every effort to prevent the emigration 
to this country of coolies disguised as stu- 
dents or mérchants; but it must insist that 
bonefide students, merchants, professional 
men, officials, and travelers shall enjoy every 
right that is accorded in American territory 
to Europeans. 
3 Toklo government is no more willing 
to give written assurances to the United 
States than was to Canada. The American 
people must rely upon the good faith of 
Japan to enforce the regulations. The Jap- 
anese people would object strenuously to any 
legislation of an exclusion character, be- 
cause such legislation would be in violation 
of treaty rights, constituting discrimination | 
of the most flagrant character. 


No Decrease in\Jap Influx. 


The president and Gecretary Root realize 
the embaaragsing situation of Japan an 3 
disposed to do whatever they can to “ 
the face of that country in the eyes of 
China and the rest of the world. But they’ 
feel they cannot longer permit the entrance 
of Japanese laborers. There are 100,000 of 
these people now In the United States: From 
every Pacific coast port hae beer recetved a 
report showing no decrease In Japanese im- 
migration in spite: ot the passport provision 
of the law. Japanese ay ed surrepti- 
tiously to cross the M nd Capadidn 
frontie PE gave’ —— last spring 
that p rts would not be given to labor-.

Naturally the president and Secretary Root 
desire an arrangement of some kind which 

II cause Japan more energetically to act 
in order to stop emigration to this country. 
In the end probably the United States again 
will have to content itself with verbal prom- 
lunes, but im this case the danger of the 
passage of the exclusion law will be great 
indeed, : 

Wants Efficiency of Regulation. 

Already Mr. Root has notified Japan that 
the enactment of stich a measure depends 
upon the efficiency with which the emigra- 
tion regulations are’ enforced. He also has 
called attention to the fact that the treaty 
of commerce and navigation which Japan 
has invoked contains a provision authorizing 
the United States to do whatever it sées — 
to ‘regulate the ‘immigration of Japafies 
laborers, That provision has been quoted “8 
fore, but it-can do no harm to repeat it. The 
text is as follows: 

It is, however, understood that the stipulations 
contained in this and preceding articles do not 
in any way affect the laws, ordinances, and reg- 
ulations with regard to trade, immigration of la- 
borers, police, and public security which are in 
force or which may hereafter be enacted in either 
of the two countries. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the bat- 
tleship fleet which is on its way to the Pa- 
cific ocean has strengthetied materially the 
hand of the administration and enabled it 
to embark upon a policy which if pursed 
last year would have meant trouble. It is 
not believed under existing conditions that 
Japan will go too far. Moreover, the Jap- 
ariese authorities realize they have iden- 
tically the same question with Great Britain, 
which is their ally, and that that power 
would hesitate to support them in any course 
which would be injurious to the British 
colonies of Canada and Australia. 


Exclusion Law Last Resort. 


Neither President Roosevelt nor Secretary 
Root favors an exclusion law at this time. 
They are entertaining the hope that Japan 
will come to understand the necessity of 
immigration to this coun- 
try. But if exclusion by law should become 
necessary it will he done, and Japan will 
have to take upon its own shoulders the re- 
sponsibility for the next move. 

It is possible that Japan will throw restric- 
tions Around Americans entering or residing 
within its territory, an act of retaliation to 
which exception, could not be taken, for the 
reason that the Tokio government would 
point to the provision of the treaty quoted 
above as authority for its policy.

Ohio Committee 14 to 7 for Taft. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 2.—[Special.]—Taft peo- 
‘ple completely dominated the meeting of the 
republican state central committee and 
forced through the adoption of a resolution 
providing for direct primaries Feb, 11 to 
select delegates to the state convention on 
March ‘8. The committee stood 14 to 7 in 
Taft's. favor as opposed to the interests of 
Senator Foraker. The followers of the latter 
met defeat on every proposal. 

Although four weeks ago Senator Foraker 
wrote a letter to the committee asking for 
primaries, his representatives today sought 
to have the committee provide for the seleo- 
tion of delegates to the state convention by 
county committees. Then they wanted it 
fixed: so that the state delegates would be 
chosen at coumtx conventions, delegates to 
which were to be named at the primaries. 
But the Taft supporters insisted upon direct 
primaries for state delegates to be held 
throughout the state on one day. 


Foraker’s Friends May Rebel. 

Then Foraker'’s friends made no secret of 
their Intention to ignore that portion-of the 
call for a state convention which provides for 
primaries. They say they will select dele-. 
gates any way they please, although the Taft. 
men declare they will not be admitted tothe 
convention unléss chosen at the. regular pri- 
maries. The convention call. provides means: 
whereby voters in electing delegates can ex- 
press a preference for Taft as against Fora- 
ker. 

J ames R. Garfield, —— of the interior, 
will’ be temporary chairman. The Foraker 
people, in an effort to divide the Taft men on 
the committee, proposed Harry M. Daugh- 
erty, a Taft leader, for chairman, but Gar- 
field was chosen. Sfforts were to get 
Gov.

Hughes Men Plan ‘Organization. : 

New York, Jan. 2.—[Special.j—The first 
steps toward launching a state movement for | 
the furtherance of the Hughés presidential 
boom were taken here today at a meeting 
held at the New Kenmore hotel, attended by 
friends of the governor from different parts 
of the state. The meeting was held behind 
closed doors. Its purpose was outlined in a 
resolution adopted as being that of “ afding 
republican organizations in the state of New 
York, crystallizing and giving concerted 
utterance to the latent sentiment in favor of 
the nomination of Gov. Hughes for presi- 
dent.“ 

According to one of the leaders of the new

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2:—The production 
of gold in the United States was $4,753,401 
less in 1907 than in 1906 The amount of | 
silver produced was increased by over one 
million fine ounces.

Colorado led all the states in 1907 in gold 
production as it did in 1906.

“OQRIME was.“ 
113800 dispatches from New York have 
described “crime waves” in that city 
which have crowded the jails and clogged 
the courts. As far as murders, homicides, 


thefts, holdups, and burglaries are con- 


cerned, however, it is dowbtful whether 
* crime waves” 0 a correct term. These 
offenses are committed all the time and 
almost discouraging regularity, 


a steady flow—and, unfortunately, a flow 
which rarely decreases in volume, perhaps 
because the efforts to . check 
3 and sometimes unekilitul or 
12 — ‘antght be correct to epeak of suicidal 
crime waves. Self-murders generally are 
committed by insane, morbid, or degen- 
erate persons or by those suffering from 
ill health with the knowledge that their 
cases are hopeless. In such instances the 
spirit of imitation is strong. The statis- 
tics of suicide will show. that there are 
such crime waves, though they are not 
The probable explanation of the con- 
gested conditions in the New York jails 
lies in the fact that there must have been 
an unusual outbreak of industry on the 
part of the police of that city. This 18 
usually the case. The volume of crime 
continues to increase until at last it 
arouses anxiety lest crime ‘will get the 
upper händ. Then follows a period of 
activity on the part of the police: The 
volume of crime seems to diminish and 
the activity of the police diminishes with 
it, and 80 it goes. The only difference is 
that ctime is not so bold and open. It 
goes on just the same. Its flow is quite 
regular. 
What appears in this matter to be 
“waves of crime might be more accu- 
rately described as waves of police effi- 
ciency. If the police of New York were 
continually alert and active and the oper- 
ations of the courts were prompt an! 
effective there might be hope for the dim- 
inution of crime in that city. It is idle to 
talk of “crime waves” in New York or 
any other city. Crime goes on from year 
to year and from day to day with an in- 
creasing tendency. If there are “crime 
waves they can be staid only by “arrest 
waves and prompt punishment waves.” 


CHECKING SUICIDE. 
According to the report of a year's 
work of the Salvation army’s anti-suicide 
bureaus in various cities of the worid, 
these agencies have been influential in 


} persuading many persons from putting an 


end to life. Gen. Booth expresses his 
belief that 75 per cent of those who 
sought assistance were kept from carvy- 
ing out their rash intentions. In London 
there were 1,126 men and ninety womea 
who applied for help and about as ‘many 
more were reported from other cities, The 
large excess of men over women is note- 
worthy, the head of the army thinking. 
that as a rule the so-called weaker sex is 
better able to bear up. under the sorrows 
and trials of life. 

The statistics of suicide in the United 
States as published in Tun Trrsvunn’s 
review of the tragedies of the year do no: 
appear to show any retarding influence. 
Self-destruction has gone on at a startling 
rate. In 1907 there were 10,782 suicides 
reported in the papers. That total 
marked an advance of 657 over the fig- 
ures of 1906, which in turn were 148 
over those of 1905. The figures for 1905 
showed a gain of 742 over those of the 
previous year. There is no encoyragement 
in the statistics. When they are exam- 
ined for a period of nine years a steady 
increase Is noted, the 6,340 of 1899 ba v- 
ing doubled in 1907.

This was followef immediately by the 
ignation of Prince Rupert from the 
Gency of the Bavarian branch of the Te 
and, as almost the whole of the Bavarian 
aristocracy and haute bourgeoisie followed 
his example and withdrew from the league, 
its Bavarian branch was practically wiped 
out of existence.

The grand duke of Baden and his subjects 
follc wed suit, and now Prince Henry likewise 
has given the navy league to understand 
that, unless Gen. Keim is removed, he, too, 
will resign. 

The emperor thoroughly approves of his 
brother’s action, has taken cause for the 
grand duke of Baden and for Prince Rupert 
of Bavaria, and, while fully alive to the 
importance of the navy league and the ne- 
eessity of keeping it together, now is taking 
clever steps to get rid of Gen. Keim and of 
the other ultra-reactionary and anti-Cath- 
olic and anti-Semitic influences without 
wrecking the association. 

Thanks to the course which William has 
adopted, the disposition which there was in 
Bavaria to regard Gen. Keim's retlection as 
an attempt on the part of Prussia to disre- 
gard the prejudices and the views of the 
southern states of the empire has disap- 
peared,

At first it threatened to fan into a flerce 
flame’ the embers of Bavarian fear and 
hatred of Prussia, but the sagacious action 


| of. the kaiser and of his brother, Prince | 


Henry, has not only averted this but has 
tended to create a better feeling between 
Berlin and Munich than has existed at any 
time within the last thirty years or more. 

All the non-Prussian states are jealous of 
Prussia’s superiority, resent her supremacy, 
and are anxious for the preservation of their 
‘independence from and usurpation on the 
part of Prussia. 

Nowhere have these sentiments been more 
pronounced, at court, in political circles, and 
among the masses, than in Bavaria, where 
the princes of the reigning house and the 
statesmen have repeatedly taken the trouble 
to emphasize publicly the fact that Bavaria 
was not a vassal of Prussia but an ally, on 
a footing of absolute sovereign equality. 

Bavaria’s irritation against Prussia, in- 
deed, often has threatened the homogeneity 
of the German empire. Emperor William, 
by dispelling this fear and by smoothing 
the ruffled feelings of the Bavarians and 
of the other sovereign states of the confed- 
eration, has given evidence of great diploma- 
cy and statesmanship, and has done more 
than any of his ministers, past or present, 
to strengthen the unity of the empire. 


— 

The kaiser, moreover, has given great 
satisfaction in the non-Prussian states, and 
has flattered Bavarian sentiment in par- 
ticular, by taking a lead in the movement 
to the effect that the new great Museum 
of Science, Art and Industry of the empire, 
an imperial institution, in which all the 
states of the confederation are to be in- 
terested and represented, shall be located at 
Munich instead of at Berlin. 

Munich has for two centuries been recog- 
niged all over the world as the principal art 
center of Germany, and it is therefore ap- 
propriate that this museum should be con- 
structed there ratherthan elsewhere. 

Still, at the same time, since Prussia, as 
the most populous and important state of 
the confederation, will ‘contribute far and 
away the largest amount of money and ex- 
hibits to the institution, she might well have 
insisted on its being situated within her own 
borders. 

She showed a similar forbearance and clev- 
erness in the establishment of the Supreme 
court of the empire at Leipsic, in the king- 
dom of Saxony, rather than at Berlin; and if 
ever there is an imperial conservatory of 


music formed by the twenty-odd states ~ 


the empire, we may safely assume that it 
will be quartered, not at Berlin, but in all 
probability at Weimar. |

I have referred to Prince Rupert of Ba- 
varla above as the de jure prince of Wales. 
Of course, neither he himself nor his mother 
ever has dreamed of putting forward any 
pretensions to the throne of Great Britain, 
nor has countenanced in any way the claims 
advanced in their behalf by the Jacobite so- 
called “ White Rose society,” in England, 
which has branches in Philadelphia, New 
York, and Boston. 

The argument of the Jacobite society, at 
the head of which is the earl of Ashburnham, 
ig that Prince Rupert and his mother, Prin- 
cess Louise of Bavaria, are less remotely 
descended from the Stuarts than King Hd- 
ward. While this is true, the act of settle- 
ment passed by both houses of the English 
parliament a couple of centuries ago vested 
the succession to the throne of Great Britain 
in the Protestant house of Hanover, exclud- 
ing therefrom other much less remote de- 
scendants of the Stuart kings who labored 
under the political disadvantage of belong- 
ing to the Roman Catholic church.

Of course, no one takes the Jacobites se- 
riotsly.in England. They hold meetings and 
have banquéts. They decorate the statues of 
the Stuart kings with flowers on the anniver- 
saries of their birth, o e the date of 
the execution of Charles L. as a day sacred 
to a saint and martyr dy special religious 

and even go to gotten capi ee. 
postage stamps adorned with the effigy-o 
Princess Louise of Bavaria, who is described 
thereon as queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land. 


As these are not recognized by 
the postal authorities, either in England or 
abroad, the Jacobites are obliged, in order 
to get their letters through the mails, to add 
an ordinary postage stamp bearing the effigy 
of King Edward, but invariably relieve their

A weird, unreal sort of story is told by 
Warren Cheney in HIS WIFE” (Bobbe- 
Merfill), a tale of the north, where the people 
bear such names #& Luka Antonovitch 
Strukof and Praskovia Egorovna and where 
lives are not red by artificial or complex 
laws. 

One cannot remain blind to the large ele- 
mental strength in Mr. Cheney’s characters 
or to the ease with which he has handled 
them, but the leading motif of the book will 
not appeal to the average man. 

The wife of Luka lies dead, but Luka will 
not be convinced. In affairs of duty and 
business Luka’s brain is to be depended on, 
but in the matter of his wife’s death he is not 
to be persuaded, He guards the body by day 
and night, waiting doggedly for the spark of 
life to show itself again. When friends ob- 
trude themselves on his privacy he steais 
away with the body and places it on a shelf 
of ice in a remote and almost inaccessible 
cave. There he guards his wife, who, he 
stolidly asserts, is only sleeping. 

When the friends discover the retreat and 
steal the body from him that it may have de- 
cent burial he believestthat his wife has gone 
away, but that she will return. 

Later he says that he has a message, an 
occult sign that his wife is across the water, 
and that he must go to seek her. 

In ten years he returns, and with him isa 
woman, But between them is a barrier. 
Luka had thought when he married her that 
in her was his dead wife's spirit. He finds 
himeelf wrong, and so refuses to call her wife. 

But she—Lisa—is not a lay figure devised 
to show off this man’s eccentricities. 
character demands attention and admiration, 
and in the end her love for Luka brings him 
ta his senses and the madnes which has clung
